The  review  process  takes  most  reviewers  about  two  weeks  to  get  back  to  us 
with  a  3-5  page  written  report.  So,  ideally,  wea€™d  like  to  see  something  in 
early/mid  July. 

Once  the  Deana€™s  reads  your  report,  we  would  schedule  a  debrief  by 
phone.  The  call  usually  runs  one  hour  (give  or  take).  Some  reviewers  have 
asked  to  a€oeinterviewa€  research  center  staff  or  come  to  campus  for  a  site 
visit  but  that  is  rare  and  can  also  be  arranged  via  phone  calls  if  requested. 
Ita€™  s  pretty  straight  forward  and  an  opportunity  for  the  Dean  to  get  fresh 
eyes  and  thoughts  on  the  work  the  research  centers  are  doing.
